ADDRESS  TO  THE  PUBLIC. 


The  design  of  this  benevolent  Institution  is  to  instruct 
the  Indigent  Blind  in  some  useful  Trade,  by  which  they 
may  be  enabled,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  to  provide  for 
their  own  maintenance. 

Among  all  the  distressed  aud  destitute  objects  with 
which  society  abounds,  perhaps  there  are  none  who  have 
stronger  claims  on  our  compassion  and  assistance  than  the 
blind  poor.  Deprived  of  one  of  the  greatest  springs  of  en- 
joyment and  activity,  their  days  have  been  past  in  listless- 
ness  and  torpor,  the  consequence  of  which  has  been,  that 
they  have  either  pined  away  in  early  life,  under  the  weight 
of  accumulated  distress,  or  have  protracted  a sorrowfu: 
existence  through  years  of  want  and  misery  ; but  that  day 
is  now  happily  past  by,  and  the  humane  heart  will  learn 
with  joy  and  interest,  that  the  hand  of  benevolence,  guided 
by  the  suggestions  of  ingenuity,  has  succeeded  in  its  en- 
deavours to  rescue  these  deserving  objects  from  the  gripe 
of  want  and  wretchedness.  For  how  widely  different,  with 
respect  to  happiness,  is  the  condition  of  a blind  person 
with  his  faculties  benumbed  by  idleness,  and  his  spirits 
depressed  by  want,  and  that  of  one  who  being  engaged  in 
constant  employment,  feels  that  by  his  honest  labour  he 
is  able  to  provide  for  himself? 

But  exclusive  of  the  happy  effects,  which  habits  of  in- 
dustry necessarily  produce  on  the  health  and  morals  c 
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the  blind,  as  well  as  rendering  them  useful  members  of  the 
community,  the  charity  must  be  found  not  only  beneficial 
to  society  at  large,  but  in  an  especial  manner,  to  the 
parishes  or  poor  friends  of  this  indigent  class,  on  whom 
the  expences  of  their  maintainauce  becomes  frequently  a 
heavy  burthen. 

The  benefits  of  this  establishment  are  extended  to  both 
sexes:  There  are  at  present  Twentj'-one  Males,  and  Ten 
Females  in  the  Asylum.  The  Females  who  come  from 
distant  parts,  are  boarded  and  lodged  in  the  house,  and  the 
Jads  are  placed  out  in  decent,  sober  families  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. They  are  supported  partly  by  the  Charity  and 
partly  by  their  friends  or  parishes  who  send  them,  until 
they  are  sufficiently  instructed  in  some  manufacture  to 
provide  for  themselves.  The  Institution  encreasing  their 
weekly  allowance  in  proportion  to  their  proficiency  and 
diligence. 

The  principal  occupation  of  the  Blind,  at  present,  is 
Basket-Making : the  Men,  in  common  and  White  Rod 
Work-Baskets,  Cradles,  &c.  ; and  the  Females,  in  fine 
Skain  Work-Baskets,  Table-Mats,  and  a great  variety  of 
curious  Flower-Baskets,  &c.  in  which  they  have  made  con- 
siderable proficiency,  as  the  extensive  and  encreasing  sales 
fully  evince:  and  it  is  hoped,  that  by  the  continuance  of 
public  beneficence,  it  will  be  still  conducted  on  a much 
larger  scale,  and  some  other  useful  branches  introduced., 
which  may  prove  equally  beneficialto  the  blind. 


The  undertaking  is  novel,  but  its  conductors  have  the 
peculiar  satisfaction  in  finding  that  it  has  answered  the 
most  sanguine  expectation  of  its  warmest  friends.  Several 
Blind  Persons  in  the  Asylum  have  made  such  proficiency 
in  Basket-Making,  that  they  now  support  themselves  with- 
out any  expence  to  the  charity,  or  the  parishes  to  which 
they  belong  ; and  several  have  returned  to  their  friends, 
sufficiently  instructed  to  set  up  business  on  their  own 
account;  and  as  they  had  conducted  themselves  with 
propriety  during  their  residence  in  the  Asylum,  they  were 
ordered,  agreeably  to  the  Rules  of  the  Institution,  a set  of 
Tools,  and  Five  Pounds  each  to  purchase  Willows.  The 
accounts  since  received  from  them  are  of  a very  favorable 
nature.  Others  are  preparing  to  follow  their  example, 
and  the  establishment  appears  to  be  in  an  improving 
state.

The  above  Statement  of  the  amount  of  the  sales  cannot 
fail  to  be  highly  interesting  to  the  friends  of  the  charity, 
a»  it  shews  the  progressive  improvement  of  the  establish- 
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ment,  and  it  may  be  reasonably  hoped,  that  in  conjunction 
with  similar  establishments  in  London,  Liverpool,  Edin- 
burgh, and  Norwich,  it  will  prove  in  no  slight  degree  the 
means  of  bettering  the  condition  and  encreasing  the  com- 
forts of  a considerable  number  of  this  otherwise  helpless 
part  of  the  community.  And  the  Committee  embrace  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  their  earnest  desire  of  a free 
communication  with  these  sister  Institutions,  which  may 
prove  mutually  beneficial. 

Not  only  the  benevolent  inhabitants  of  Bristol,  who  have 
largely  contributed  to  this  Institution,  hht  also  the  numerous 
occasional  visitors  from  other  parts  of  ihe  kingdom,  who 
have  been  eye  witnesses  of  the  gratifying  scene,  have 
warmly  expressed  their  satisfaction,  and  several  of  them 
have  become  annual  subscribers,  or  given  handsome 
donations  to  a Charity , not  confined  to  the  City  of  Bristol,,  its 
doors  being  open  to  all  objects,  from  every  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Those  who  are  desirous  of  seeing  to  what  extent  the 
situation  and  faculties  of  the  blind  are  capable  of  improve- 
ment, may  easily  be  satisfied,  by  visiting  the  Asylum  which 
will  be  readily  shewn  to  them  by  the  Matron,  (from  ten  to 
one  o’clock  in  the  morning ; and  from  two  to  seven  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon) ; nor  need  they  be  apprehensive  of  meet- 
ing with  any  thing  which  can  shock  their  feelings,  or  cause 
painful  reflections.  They  will  not  find  the  blind  sitting  (as 
is  commonly  the  case)  in  melancholy  listlessness,  silently 
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bewailing  their  mournful  condition  : on  the  contrary,  they 
will  behold  a number  of  individuals  of  a class,  whose  con- 
dition has  hitherto  been  considered  as  hopeless,  actively  and 
cheerfully  employed  in  manual  labour,  or  animated  and 
happy,  during  the  allotted  hours  of  recreation. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

This  Institution  is  under  the  direction  of  a Treasurer, 
and  a Committee  of  Twenty  Four  Members.  A subscription 
of  oue  guinea  annually,  or  not  less  than  ten  guineas,  at 
•nee,  or  within  one  year,  constitutes  a Member. 

GENERAL  MEETINGS. 

One  shall  be  annually  on  the  Wednesday  immediately 
followiug  the  1st  of  March,  to  be  convened  by  public 
advertisement,  inserted  one  week  previously  in  two  Bristol 
Newspapers.  An  extraordinary  General  Meeting  may  also 
be  called  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  Committee,  or  at  the 
requisition  of  five  Members,  specifying  the  particular 
business  to  be  taken  into  consideration , giving  at  least  five 
days  notice,  previous  to  the  Meeting,  and  no  other  business 
shall  be  then  discussed.  All  questions  at  General  Meetings 
to  be  decided  by  ballot. 

General  Meetings  shall  have  controul  over  the  whole 
Institution ; and  shall  have  power  to  make,  alter  or  annul 
the  rules,  under  the  following  restriction,  that  such 
alterations  must  be  confirmed  by  a subsequent  General 
Meeting : nor  shall  any  General  Meeting  have  power  to  sell 
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or  appropriate  any  part  of  the  funded  property,  until  the 
order  made  by  it  for  that  purpose  be  confirmed  by  a subse- 
quent General  Meeting,  consisting  of  not  less  than  nine 
Members,  of  whom  seven,  at  least,  shall  vote  for  such 
confirmation. 

TRUSTEES  FOR  THE  FUNDED  PROPERTY. 

All  investments  in  the  public  funds  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
in  the  joint  names  of  the  Trustees  : as  often  as  any  vacancy 
shall  happen,  or  a change  appear  necessary  to  a General 
Meeting,  the  same  shall  be  supplied  by  the  next  General 
Meeting,  or  by  an  extraordinary  General  Meeting  to  be 
called  for  that  purpose. 

THE  TREASURER. 

Shall  be  annually  elected,  and  shall  present  his  accounts 
to  the  General  Meeting.  He  shall  be  a member  of  all 
Committees. 

COMMITTEE. 

Shall  be  elected  from  such  of  the  Members  as  have 
contributed  Ten  Guineas  or  upwards,  or  are  annual  sub- 
scribers of  not  less  than  One  Guinea.  Their  Meetings  shall 
be  held  at  Ten  o’clock  in  the  Morning,  on  the  second 
Wednesday  after  the  25th  March,  24th  June,  29th  Sept, 
and  25th  December.  And  three  Members  shall  be  com- 
petent to  transact  business.  A special  Meeting  of  the 
Committee  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  a summons,  signed 
by  order  of  the  Treasurer. 
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The  Committee  shall  form  regulations  for  the  internal 
management  of  the  Charity,  and  for  the  instruction  of  the 
Blind.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire,  suspend  or  discharge 
the  instructors  and  servants order  all  the  proper  supplies, 
payments  and  salaries,  aud  take  the  superintendance  of  the 
Institution,  subject  to  the  controul  of  the  Geucral  Meetings. 

They  shall  have  power  to  encourage  the  exertions  of  the 
Blind,  by  occasional  rewards. 

They  shall  elect  Visitors,  and  Sub-Committees,  when 
necessary,  the  Members  of  which  shall  he  chosen  from  the 
Committee. 


AUDITORS 

Shall  be  elected  annually,  by  whom  the  Treasurer’s 
accounts  shall  be  examined  and  audited,  previous  to  their 
being  laid  before  the  Auuual  Meeting. 

SECRETARY. 

He  is  to  keep  a correct  account  of  all  book  debts,  collect 
them  carefully,  as  well  as  the  annual  subscriptions,  aud  pay 
them  to  the  Treasurer. 

To  receive  from  the  Matron  the  amount  of  the  sale  of 
goods,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  weekly,  oras 
often  as  he  may  require  it. 

To  keep  a regular  weekly  account  of  the  work  done  bt 
each  blind  person  in  the  Asylum. 

B 
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To  keep  an  account  of  those  who  absent  themselves 
during  the  hours  of  work,  the  time  they  are  absent,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Committee,  or  Treasurer. 

To  pay  no  wages  to  the  blind  for  the  time  they  are 
absent  from  the  Asylum,  without  orders  from  the  Treasurer. 

To  make  a faithful  report  to  the  Treasurer,  from  time  to 
time,  of  the  conduct  of  the  several  persons  employed  in  the 
house.  To  observe  that  the  bouse  be  properly  ventilated. 

MATRON. 

To  attend  in  the  sale-room,  taking  all  possible  care  to 
accommodate  the  customers ; behaving  to  them  and  all 
strangers  with  great  civility. 

To  see  that  the  house  is  kept  neat  and  clean,  and  that 
all  the  Females  are  neat  and  decent  in  their  persons. 

She  is  frequently  to  visit  the  Rooms  in  which  the 
Females  are  employed,  and  pay  particular  attention  to 
their  conduct  during  their  hours  of  relaxation.  Reporting 
their  behaviour  to  the  Treasurer. 

THE  MANNER  OF  APPLYING  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Subscribers  applying  for  the  admittance  of  a Blind 
Person  into  the  Asylum,  will  be  handed  a printed  paper, 
(of  which  the  following  is  a eopy)  the  contents  of  which 
must  be  punctually  complied  with  ; and  they  are  requested 
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to  observe,  that  the  object  of  this  charity  is  not  to  provide 
for  the  permanent  support  of  those  taken  under  its  protec- 
tion: it  is  an  Institution  for  teaching  some  useful  trade 

when  this  is  accomplished,  it  is  expected  that  they  shall 
be  discharged,  to  make  room  for  others,  when  a set  of  tools, 
and  any  other  gratuity,  which  the  Committee  shall  judge 
their  good  conduct  to  have  merited,  shall  be  given  them. — 

BRISTOL  ASYLUM

At  a General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  to  the  Asylum  for  the 
Indigent  Blind,  in  Bristol,  held  there  on  Wednesday 
the  18/A  of  April,  1810, 

It  was  ordered—**  That  such  persons  as  mean  to  re* 
**  commend  candidates  for  admission,  be  requested  to 
**  observe,  that  no  application  can  be  attended  to,  unless 
“ accompanied  with  answers  to  the  subjoined  Queries, 
“ addressed,  post-paid,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bristol 
“ Asylum  for  the  Blind,  and  signed  respectively  by  the 
“ several  parties  required,  residing  within  the  parish  to 
“ which  the  candidate  may  belong.” 

As  many  persons  have  been  mistaken  in  supposing  that 
the  Blind  were  maintained  by,  and  boarded,  and  lodged  in 
the  charity,  (to  which  at  present  the  funds  are  not  equal) 
it  is  therefore  deemed  necessary  to  state,  that  it  is  simply 
an  Institution  for  teaching  them  some  useful  trade,  by 
which,  if  they  have  a tolerable  capacity,  and  are  diligent,  in 
about  three  years,  it  is  expected,  they  will  be  able  to 
procure  a comfortable  livelihood,  without  being  any  longer 
an  expence  either  to  the  charity,  or  the  parishes  or  friends 
who  send  them. 

From  the  trouble  and  inconvenience  experienced  by  the 
Committee,  in  obtaining  the  reimbursement  of  the  weekly 
allowance  advanced  by  them,  to  several  of  the  blind,  at  the 
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request  of  their  friends,  or  of  the  parishes  to  which  they- 
belong— m is  orot.sd,  that  previous  to  the  admission  of 
any  candidate  in  future,  the  friends  or  parishes  from  which 
such  allowance  is  to  be  received,  shall  pay  the  first  half- 
year  in  advance,  and  engage  some  respectable  inhabitant  of 
Bristol  to  become  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  the 

payment  half-yearly  of  such  allowance  always  in  advance, 

and  on  failure  thereof,  such  blind  persons  are  ordered  to  be 
sent  home  to  their  friends  or  parishes.

HOURS  OF  LABOUR  FOR  THE  BLTND,  &c. 

The  Blind  are  required  to  attend  at  the  Asylum  punc- 
tually at  eight  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  to  continue 
there  till  eight  in  the  evening,  with  the  allowance  of  one 
hour  for  dinner.  A discretionary  power  being  placed  in 
the  Treasurer  to  permit  occasional  non-attendance. 


They  are  to  come  neat  and  clean,  to  conduct  them- 
selves with  diligence,  and  behave  with  respect  to  the 
Superintemlant,  Matron,  and  Masters,  and  with  the  greatest 
civility  to  all  persons  visiting  the  Asylum. 

They  are  particularly  requested  to  remember,  that  as 
their  situation  deprives  them  of  being  sensible  of  the  pre- 
sence of  many  respectable  persons  who  frequently  visit, 
and  are  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  the  institution,  that 
they  should  at  all  times  behave  with  the  utmost  propriety, 
avoiding  all  noisy,  unbecoming  behaviour,  which  has  a 
tendency  to  injure  the  charity.  The  same  caution  is 
equally  necessary  in  their  walking  the  streets,  as  most 
who  pass  them  take  notice  of  their  conduct. 
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Every  morning  a bell  shall  be  rung  at  nine  o’clock, 
when  the  doors  shall  be  shut,  and  all  the  blind  shall 
reverently  attend  to  hear  a portion  of  the  scriptures  read. 

They  are  strictly  required  to  attend  some  place  for 
religious  worship  twice  on  Sundays,  and  there  to  behave 
with  great  decency. 

They  are  to  be  careful  not  to  waste  any  of  the  property 
or  materials  belonging  to  the  charity. 

No  blind  person  is  permitted  to  leave  the  Asylum,  either 
to  visit  their  friends,  or  on  any  other  occasion,  without 
obtaining  permission  from  the  Treasurer,  which  leave  of 
absence,  except  on  some  particular  account,  shall  be  to 
each  individual  but  once  in  the  year,  and  shall  not  exceed 
two  weeks,  unless  the  distance  requires  a longer  time  to 
perform  the  journey,  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Treasurer. 

No  servant  or  instructor  in  the  institution  shall  accept 
of  any  fee  or  gratuity  from  any  person  who  may  visit  the 
charity,  on  pain  of  being  dismissed.
